SR.O, 41. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), and in supersession of the notification of the Chief 
Commissioner, Delhi No, 622 Military dated the 20th January. 1937 as amended 
by the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No. 655 
dated the 23rd April 1949. the Cantonment Board. Delhi hereby impose** a Water 
Tax at the rates mentioned in Schedule I hereto attached, on all buildings and 
lands within the limits' of the Delhi Cantonment:

(1) In the case of unmetered water supply, Water Tax will be charged at 
the rate of 5 per cent of the annua] value of each unit of assess- 
ment subject to a minimum of Rs 3-00 and maximum of Rs. 25-00 
per month. 

(2> In the case of the villages ns per boundaries defined in Schedule IT 
hereto attached the Water Tax will be charged at the rate of Rs. 0-50 
per household per month. 

(3) Water used for commercial establishments specified in Schedule III 

hereto attached, will be charged at the rate of Re, 1-00 per 1000 
gallons, subject to a minimum of 6000 gallons per mon+h. 

(4) Where the water is used for construction of buildings, roads and the 

like, including reconstruction, the charges will be’ collected at the 
rate of Rs. 12-00 per 1000 cubic feet of construction.

not included in the electoral roll as finally published under rule 13, 
may aoply as provided hereinafter for the inclusion of his name in 
the roll. 

(2) Where an application is made under Sub-Rule (1) at any time after 

the issue of the public notice as required under Rule 14 it shall be 
made in duplicate in Form III to the President of the Cantonment 
Board, and shall be accompanied by a fee of Rs, 3 in cash, 

(3) The President, of the Cantonment. Board shall, immediately cn receipt 

of the application referred to in sub-rule (1), cause one copy there- 
of to be posted at the office of the Board with a notice inviting 
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objections to such application within a period of three days from 
the date of such posting. After the expiry of the said period, the 
application and the objections receive^ thereto shall be heard and 
disposed of in the manner laid down in rule 12. 

(4; On such hearing, the President, if satisfied that the applicant is entitl- 
ed to be registered In the roll, shall direct the Executive Officer to 
include the name of the applicant in the electoral roll.
